As to the above novelties we do not doubt but that you will give 
them your kind attention; we have again described them up to the 
minutest details with the aid of the Roal Horticulturaly Color Charts. 
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We have not yet mentioned Picotée, of which outstanding novelty 
you will find a colored illustration on the cover of the Amaryllis 
Catalog and on which we have spent enough space on page 18. 
When visiting us in September 1957 we showed Dr. Philip G. Corliss 
of Somerton, Arizona, some transparencies of Picotée Amaryllis, 
which he thought an absolutely new direction.

Apparently we have given him the lie, but that is certainly not his 
fault, but rather ours, as we have given in to the many enthusiastic 
reports we received from customers that we had test Picotée, and 
who insisted unanimously on putting the “beauties” for sale. 


Lastly we draw your attention to the fact that all prices, also those 
stated on the enclosed order sheet, include all charges for delivery 
“Free to door’.

Furthermore all parcels and 
consignments have been fully insured against all possible risks, so 
that in case you should find bulbs affected by extremely cold 
weather, you had better write us at once, so that frozen bulbs may 
be replaced in the next pool shipment. In this connection we focus 
your attention on the frostproof packing, which is so adequate that 
though last winter's frosts were really very abnormal, we have 
received hardly any complaints. 

We have received reports of many customers having won blue, red, 
yellow, green, tri-color and sweepstake ribbons, which is really 
worth mentioning ; therefore we intend to publish any information 
you may give us on this year’s winners at Amaryllis shows in next 
season's Amaryllis Catalog. 


We conclude by wishing you a very successful Amaryllis season 
and you may give us credit for doing everything possible to 
achieve this end.

Cultural Directions for Amaryllis 


The Amaryllis is one of the finest bulbous plants, displaying its wealth of beautiful 
and shapely flowers in winter and early spring. 

The culture of fair-sized bulbs to blooms is not so difficult, and may be achieved 
in any duly heated greenhouse, conservatory, sunparlor or glazed verandah. 


Hints in General 


Use fair-sized bulbs to obtain good results, preferably bulbs of at least 10’/up in 
circumference (all our named varieties are of the 10’/up size or larger). They will 
flower, if propery treated, six to eight weeks after planting. 

In the Southern States of the U.S.A. Amaryllis are usually grown in the open. 
Please, bear in mind that so-called maiden soil should be used, i.e. a plot of 
ground in which no Amaryllis, and generally no other bulbs or bulbous plants 


have been grown befor. 
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How are Amateurs to grow Amaryllis 


The Hippeastrum Amaryllis is a bulbous plant originating from Tropical America. 
The flowering period extends from the middle of December till the end of April, 
sometimes even later, depending on the planting date. 


After three or more years’ culture the bulbs are of a good flowering size and quality 
(the varieties on offer in this list are at least of the 26 cm (10") size). 


When the flowerbud appears, the bulb is put in a pot, which should not be too 
big. Keep a dinstance of abt. 1 inch between bulb and pot. Fill the pot to 2/5 inch 
below the brim of the pot with light, permeable earth, mixed with pure sand, and 
put the bulb for one half in this earth. 


In the beginning the bulbs may be placed on a radiator or on a mantelpiece, but 
as soon as the flowerbud is entirely out, it is necessary to freely admit the daylight, 
keeping the bottom heat all the time. Do not leave the plant on the window-sill 
behind the curtains during the night. 


It is better to remove the plant from windows that are too cold and to put it 
somewhere in a better temperature. 


Stick to an average degree of humidity, but increase the quantity of water in 
proportion to the growth, taking precious good care at the same time not to exaggerate 
the watering. 


Turn the pot regularly to thwart the inclination of the plant towards the light. 
When the scape (stem) has sufficiently developed and the flowerbud begins to 
open, it is advisable to support the scape (flowerstem). 


If one wants the flowers to last in their perfect beauty, one should put them, when 
in full bloom, in a cooler place, which should, however, never be too cold. 


Afier florescence the leaves must be kept intact to give the bulb strength again 
to develop other flowers. 


By the latter half of May, dig in the pots in a garden, in such a way that the bulb 
is covered, preferably in a shaded spot. 


Water regularly with liquid manure and leave the plant outside till September. 
Pot it again and let the leaves wither and fade away without watering. Should the 
foliage not be dead by the beginning of November, cut it off entirely. 


Put the potted bulb in a temperate spot until the new flowerbud appears and pot 
the bulb anew in fresh earth. 


The Amaryllis is one of the best decorative domestic plants and can easily be 
cultivated from the stage of a bulb to that of a flowering plant of an incomparable 
beauty. 


We multiply the Amaryllis vegetatively, i.e. by cutting up the motherbulbs and 
in this way we obtain more bulbs of exactly the same variety, color shade and 
flower shape. 


All the named varieties of this catalog are fair-sized bulbs, which is for you a 
guarantee for a successful growth and flowering. 
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How to grow | AMARYLLIS 


Amaryllis are mostly potted. Do not take too small pots ; there should be 
a space of soil of abt. one inch between the bulbs and the pot itself. 

Cut off the roots till they are abt. 5 inches long. Put the bulb so that half 
of it is above the surface of the level of the earth in the pot, so as to give 
the roots enough room and soil. 


Use good nutritious leaf-mould with some old decomposed dairy manure 
or horse-dung and press it together, but not too closely. 


Dig the pots in a warm bench or bed in airy, porous earth, and cover the 
bulbs till abt. 2/5 inch of the bulbs is still visible. Distance from pot to 
pot should be abt. 8 inches. 


See to sufficient heating in the benches or beds : 70 to 80 degrees Fahrenheit. 
This may be achieved by means of heatingtubes under the benches or 
beds or of a 6” layer of horse-dung, which should be closely pressed. 


See to it that the green- or hothouse is sufficiently heated, 70 to 80 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and let the daylight freely penetrate. 


Water moderately during the first stage of growth, warming-up of the 
water is recommended ; on further development of the plant, administer 
more water. 


When the stems grow longer, support them with the aid of a bit of stick 
or a pin. 


When the flowers burst open, the plants should be put in a cooler spot, 
its temperature, however, being not lower than 60 degrees Fahrenheit. In 
this way they will keep their beauty longer. 


After the plant has flowered, cut off the stems (scapes), keep the plants in 
the green- or hothouse, and administer regularly some liquid manure 
during the further growth. Do not give any more water after August 15th 
and take the bulbs from the benches or beds in early October, cut off 
the foliage and preserve the bulbs at 62 degrees Fahrenheit. When the 
flowerbud is visible again, the same treatment should be repeated, starting 
again with number 1. 
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Ludwig Strain Amaryllis Seeds 


As spring in Holland is not always as sunny as we should wish it 
to be, the Amaryllis Seeds often mature but slowly in our hothouses. 
Not but that this affects the quality or the germinating power of 
the seeds. On the contrary, we guarantee that at least 95°/, of 
our seeds will germinate, if treated properly. To ensure the success 
of the germination we always include in every seed-parcel we 
despatch our cultural directions. We have, however, decided to 
postpone the date of delivery from May to June/July, so that our 
customers know beforehand that the seeds ordered will not come 


to hand earlier than the latter half of June.
